Harvard Students 
Will Study 
Earth’s Depths 


Harvard university scientists 
are now preparing to probe the 
depths of the earth in an effort 
to solve the mystery of earth- 
quakes. 


An apparatus, developed by 
Dr. P. W. Bridgman, - which 
squeezes water into five dif-, 


ferent solid forms and pressse 
air into liquid form, is being 
used in initial experiments to | 
measure the elastic properties 
of rocks. Dr. Bridgman hopes 


to learn more concerning the 
earth’s construction and how its 
minerals are formed. 

His experiments are being fi- 
nanced by the university, which 
will match the $50,000 dona- 
tion of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion.

Of course, you can’t, because his- 
tory woll be utterly barren of preced- 
ents for the medley of architecture 
and landscaping set up like a toy city 
almost overnight on the Baldwin Hills 
overlooking the scene of the Xth 
Olympiad at Lis Angeles, housing the 
hopes of 40 nations and the bodies of 
3,000 men—modestly titled Olympic 
Village. 

“As an International Center,’”’ says 
H. O. Davis, Director of the Olympic 
Village, a bit proudly, “Geneva, 
Switzerwland will sink into obscurity 
next to our little village at least dur- 
ng the celebration of the Xth Olym- 
piad, July 30th to August 14th 
inclusive.” 


FROM ANCIENT TO MODERN 

Plutarch, Roman Historian, tells in 
his ‘Lives’ of Theseus, son of one 
Aegeus, who collected all the diverse 
peoples of ancient Greece under his 
leadership and founded Athens as 
their common residence.

Disarm Conference 


NEW YORK, April 20 (CNS)— 
First-hand reports were received this 
week from James F. Green, Yale sen- 
ior, who presented the Geneva dis- 
armament conference with a plea for 
peace from American college  stu- 
dents. 

He officially represented the Inter- 
collegiate Disarmament Council, 
which recently announced the re- 
sults of a nationwide poll of college 
sentiment on disarmament and re- 
vealed that a large majority of the 
students who voted favor complete 
or partial disarmament. 

According to dispatches from 
Green, “public opinion and press com- 
ment here are dismayed over the un- 
happy events at Shanghai and are 
thoroughly discouraged regarding the 
future.” 

He, nevertheless, appeared before 
the disarmament conference to de- 
mand that som edefinite move be 
made toward permanent peace. 

“It is young men and women of 
my age who will be commanded to 
commit suicide in the event of war,” 
he reminded the deliberators. 

In his message received here he 
urged college students to assume 
“the intellectual and moral leader- 
ship sufficient to rescue humanity.”
